AGRICULTURAL. 

, lloein* — Its Triiidples and Practice. 

by a rascTicsL nmi. 

Hoeing is that minor operation in tillage of which 
plowing may be cookiueied the fouutLlion, *uu 
wlu* u W be loliowed op sod be comp.eted by tu* 
cuiuvsior, toe toiler, and the hat row. Tne two 
great objects to l* attained la the most perfect *ub- 
tmsion of the nod and the tru -at cleanliness. In 
the one caae it can only, for the most part, be ac- 
cumphsheb before the crop is sown, but in the 
other, 1; can be proceeded with while the crop t* 
growing, ami trim me greatest prospective ad- 
vantage to it 

Hu ng: In Principles — Tte true principles 
of boelnA c onsist in the min ute subdivision of the 
•oil. the aeration of the toil. *md the extirpation of 
-reeds trom the surface 

The minute rubaunsicn oj the toil — Jethro 
Tull says, that “aa soon aa the plowman fa&s done 
his work of plowing and harrowing, the soil begins 
to uuuo it, inclining towards and euueavoring to re- 
g*in its natural specific gravity; the broken pars 
by little and lurie coalesce, unite, and lose sou.e oi 
tueh surface*, many of their pores uad interstices 
close up during the seeds' incubs.ion and hatch- 
ing in the ground; and. aa the plants grow up, they 
require an uicrease of tood pruponi-mabie to their 
increasing bulk; but, on the contrary, instead theie- 
ot, that internal superficies wh.ch us their artificial, 
pasture gradually decreases. Toe earth is so unjust 
to plants, th it own offspring, as to shut up her 
stores in proportion to their wants; that is, to give 
them lea* nour.shment wbentbey have need ot mo re 
therefore man, for whose use they are chiefly de- 
s-gueo, ought to bring in his reasoo&ole aid for their 
relict, and tore* open her magazines with the hoe, 
uhtih will thence procure them at all tunes pro - 
visions iu abundance and also free them t ronr in- 
truder*— 1 mean, their spurious kindred, the weeds, 
that robbed tnem of tl»t.r too scanty allowance. 
Thus wrote Tull 125 years ago; and tho^e quaint 
aad homely phrases contain me pith of the whole 
subject Hoeing — deep continuous hoeing, judicious- 
ly applied— does surpris ugly advance the grow in 
of plants It prevents the soil regaining its natural 
solidity. It keep* open the soil, and by breaking 
and subdividing it, causes it to present innumerable 
surfaces, interstices, or crevices, into which the 
young rootlets will penetiate, and ext. act then 
daily food as it is required; whereas if no new sur- 
faces or interstices are presented, the plant has to 
>orce it* ow n unaided w ay in search of this food, 
which much retards it* progress by exhausting it* 
power* upou a given spot voo luug. But if the 
soil is couauuiUy stirred, subdivision goes on, and 
new particles of soil are brought into contact with 
the searching rootlet*; beside* this, the very tread 
of either msu or horse will so shake and jar the 
earth around as to open many pores, into which the 
roots will find a way, long after the operation of 
hoeiug is of necessity given up, and thus the crop 
is progressively and safely brought forward to 
maturity. 

The aeration of the toil — Thi« is one of the 
moat important principles involved in hoeing. It 
is an undoubted fact “that the roots increase their 
fiber* every time the earth matin ed about them,” 
„i.d consequently the plants themselves grow the 
.aster, providing, of course, fair judgment is exer- 
cised m directing the operation This manifest ad- 
vantage can only be rightly aiu ibated to the supply 
of food thus communicated to the plants by pro- 
moting the admission of atmospheric influences!. to 
the son, and by the minute disintegration of t e soil, 
iu subdivision and repeated stirrings making new 
and plentiful “internal superficies" in il. 

The theory of the food oj plants . — The inodes 
by which it is supplied from the soil, from the artifi- 
cial aids now generally adopted and trom atmos- 
pheric influences, as also the appropriation of these 
various ite-givuig properties by the plants, is some- 
what beyond the sphere of inquiry of a plain practi- 
cal farmer; but if my readers would trouble them- 
selves to read upon the subject they will find the 
simple fact a* I have staled it. Tne great object, 
tnerefore, in hoeing, should be to provide a deep, 
loose soil contiguous to the plant, tor the reception 
of their food from the atmosphere, that the near 
grad spreading rootlets may be induced to p jsscss 
■ hem-elves ol it, and the corresponding one should 
oe wi;h a view of providing a Urge extent of in- 
ternal sup.riicies or openings in and around which 
the plants can fix tueir rootlets and Ootain ood. 

The extirpation of weeds Jrom the surface . — 
Ceanhnea* is indispensable to good cultivation; 
icnce, one great principle in hoeing is the eradica- 
tion of weeds I aha 1 itaerv.- fir my next {taper, on 
the practice of hoeing, any notice of the ways and 
means by which it is accomplished. I only wish 
now to draw attention Vo the principle* involved. 
Weed* will grow everywhere, and they will grow 
apace; they must be kept down, aud, if possible, 
destroyed. Hoeing — repeated hoeing iq all its van- 
auous — is the oest method hitherto discovered for 
tne destruction ot weed* during the growth of the 
orop. In row culture it i* an admirable adjunct to 
agriculture; and iu broaden*; sowing it may be ad- 
vantageously adopted — tt>e horse-hoe for deep cul- 
ture, the hand-hoe for surface work. 

There is something very encouraging in the con- 
sideration of these principles, the mere outlines of 
ivhich I have but pointed out. If the surface of the 
earth or soil is lelt unul’.ed, neither air nor unis- 
ture can be imbibed to any exteut. x ne evening'* 
lews are taken up by the morning’s sun. Hoeing 
provides a suitable deposit in the- upraised tuuid 
for whatever gaseoi a matter or moisture may de- 
scend upon it- In this way food is found both for 
the spongioles or rootlets, as well a* he n any 
cjoutns of the leaves or binde*; this is, in fact, .tre 
act of h-eding the plants. Another gr at consi der- 
ation is that tins very feeding creates greater neces- 
sity for food, it gives more mouths iu the blades 
aud leaves, more roots aod fiber*, all requ riug daily 
-applies or sustenance. Now hoeing or earring the 
smi is the great means of its replenishment, and 
the faster the plant grow* the more uad deeper hoe- 
ing it requires, and which it ought to receive so 
ring as it can be given without injury being sus- 
tained by the operstiou itseif. This continuous 
not ing w ill, of course, insure the - estruclion of 
innumerable weeds, which would otherwise infest 
toe soil, partially exhaust it. and damage the crop, 
besides leaving a large progeny for future con- 
demnation. Hoeing, then, is the greatest means to 
promote the fail and healthy development of the 
intent powers of the soil, by its continuous break- 
ing up aud suodivitiou of the graduliy consolidating 
s-nl, by iu rendering admissible every atmospheric 
lertiliziug agency., and by the destruction of every 
obu i-xious and intruding weed . — Mark Lane Ex- 
press. 

CHARCOAL AS A FERTILIZER. 

There is too much reaspu to suppose that man- 
kind are making some great mistakes . — Death aud 
disease, wide spread, turuish the evidence. We are 
not respectful enough to Omnipotence. We do not 
pay sufficient regard to the Divine arrangements. 
| Our forests, for instance, are considered the great 
1 enemy of civilisation and settlement, the pest that 
rha pioneer has for yeais to contend wi'h, aud ac- 
cordingly they are dismissed with a a little ceremony 
as possible. A sounder theology would teavU us 
hat God does not make hiuudeis of that s »rL 
So important a feature as our forests, must have 
an important agency in the world's affair s. Among 
ihe diversified uses ro which they may be applied, 
there is one which has by no means received the 
a tenlion it deserve*. I refer to charcoal as a fertili- 
zer. I have used it with very bentficieni resuit* 
upou nearly all Kinds of crops, li&st win'er I mixed 
it with my barn-yard manure at regular intervals, 
and where I applied it to my corn crop the result 
! is very marked indeed. A great number of persons 
nave seen the corn, aud without exception, so lar 
aa I know, pronounce it the oest they have seen. 
Il wa* pretty we 1 hoed and cultivated. Portion* 
of t he field not so mauured are far inferior. 

Two or three years ago, I applied charcoal dust 
from a coal pit bottom to young apple tree*, mix- 
ing a bushel of the dust with the top soil aud filaug 
1 the bole with the mixture. The trees so managed 
have outstripped a 1 other* iu the orchard; tin. 
foliage is a dark green, aud tte trees l»k every 
, way much better than others that had as good treat- 
ment in all respect* exc.pt chat coal. 

: I have no doubt that the free use of charcoal 

would correct many of the numerous maladies to 
which animal* and vegetables are new subject. I 
believe il the great medicine of the soil. Powerful 
1 iu itself, it is an important auxiliary, il uot entirely 
' indisjiensabif, to other fertilize: *. Beyond any 
available substance it is effectual to “/iz " those 
gaseous materials that poison the air, hut are the 
life of plant*. 

1 It is greatly to be deprecated^ that American*, 
without half cultivating their cleared laud, are 
1 desperately bent upon sweeping off the tin.bt r from 
the remainder I would say to all who have tun- 
1 ber that can be spared for the purpose, concert it 
into charcoal. It called upon to teii bow we are 
to get our fertilizer* in future, I would answer 
j through the agency of charcoal. Let every “Mnk 
1 of iniquity’’ be strewed with it. h. t. a.

BATTLE OF TCHEBNAT 1 . 

Brilliant Description of Bloody 
aud Despciate work. 

Our readers understand, we presume, that the 
battle of icheruaya wo* an attempt of a Ru-ei m 
army (60, 000 strong) to force thejincs of i be Allies ou 
be i cuemayw river, whi h is the boundary, orfron- 
tier, ol tbe teriitory h«!d by the Allies in t: e Cri- 
mea. Toe annexed ftom tbe correspondent of the 
-uiidon News is a m >*t splendid battle picture : 
ths battle field. 

To give you anytLiug like a correct idea of a con- 
flict which, though fought, considering Abe number 
of the combatants, in & very small space, derived a 
great deal of iu incidental importance from the 
Lature of the terrain, it Is aim os c unnecessary *o 
call attention to a few of the leading features of the 
well known, n »w so often described district around 
Balaklava. If you descend from the noithern side 



,'f the plateau, on which the besieging armies are 
e'-camped, into the gorge through which the Tchner 
naya empties itself into the harbor, and follow tl.e 



banks of t lie river for a short distance upwards, j u 
find yourself In a narrow valley, with the heights of 
Mackenzie’s Form rising abruptly on your left, like 
tall cliffs ou the sea shore; aud on your right a row 
of small lulls, extending with great or less intervals 
between them, on to Tchorgouj. Beyond them is 
tbe plain of Balaklsva, which is broken iu its centre 
by a somewhat similar line of eminence, but in thi* 
instance ao small as hardly to be entitled to any bet- 
ter appellation than that of mounds. It was on 
these last that the Turkish redoubts were thrown up, 
which were so precipitately abam’onea by their de- 
fenders on the 25th of October. 

POSITION OF THE ARMIES. 

On two or three of these, which lie in a cluster 
on the side of the plain nett Inkennann, and di- 
rectly facing the Mackenzie Heights, the road from 
which pass- s between them, have encamped for 
some time past three divisions of French. On the 
side next the Teheruayathe position was defended 
by a precipitous and escarpe descent, on which 
some stunted brushwood still remained, but which 
in most places, stripped of the soil by the rain of 
ages, presents bo* the white masses' of the chalk 
which plays so important a part in the geology of 
the whole district; on the side next Balaklava the 
descent is comparatively e sy. On the summit 
restid the right wing of Liprandi's army on the 
25th of October, and on the southern tide were 
planted the great number of the batteries which 
mowed down the British Light Cavalry. 

HOW THE FRENCH SLEPT ON IT, AND WHAT THE 

SENTINELS SAW. 

The Turk* remained under arms all night, but, 
strange to say, the French, who were most of all in- 
terested in the matter, seem to have given them- 
selves no trouble whatever abont it, but went to 
bed and slept tranquiily. A peioton of Chasseur* 
d’Afrique wen* out to patrol during the night, and 
on the other side of tbe river fell into an ambuscade, 
were all made prisoners, except two men, who es- 
caped aad gave the alarm; but even this was treated 
a* one of the ordinary incidents of night duty in 
presence of the enemy. About a i hour before day- 
break the sentinels in front of tiie bridge thought 
they could perceive shadows gliding past them in 
the darkness, and fired. There wes no reply, and 
silence deep as death followed; about the same time 
a few shots were beard from the hill occupied by the 
Piedmontese outpost, but as the utmost stillness 
prevailed afterwards on every side, no precautions 
were takeu till just as the first streak of Light 
makes itself visible in tbe horizon a sharp fire was 
opened Trom a party of skirmishers. 

THE CONFLICT IN EARNEST. 

On the side of the French, the tete de pont was 
assaulted ia great force, aud carried very soon af- 
ter the enemy's first showing himself on the ground, 
notwithstanding the heroic resistance of the 20th 
regiment of the line, which in one battalion alone 
lost twelve officers. The bridge was now occupied, 
two batteries of artilery were brought across, so as 
to sweep the road Lading between the two heights 
towards Balaklava, and astreng column was pushed 
on to tiie assault and mounted the declivity. Strange 
to say, a though Gen. Pe'.lissier had itceived full 
warning the previous night, he refused to believe in 
an attack until it actually commenced, and couse- 
qnently no dis|>ositioD8 were made, and nobody 
was ready. The Ru.sians had already reached the 
crest of the bill, while the French were still asleep; 
many officers were awakened by round shot passing 
through their tents; a s rgeant had his head taken 
off while writing the orders of the day for the di- 
vis'ou. 

Tit is took place just in the gray of the morning, 
whiclt the smoke of the first straggle converted 
again to darkuess. After a pause 

THE CURTAIN LIFTRD. 

Both aides prepared for a renewal of the struggle, 
the sun came out from behind the hills, the smoke 
rose, and the valley of- the Tcheruaya lay Itefore us 
likes picture. The track of table land lying at the 
foot of Mackenzie heights was covered with masies 
of cavalry, i.ifautrv aud artillery. About 30 guns 
were ranged iu a crescent outside the bridge, and 
thundered unceasingly against the French position. 

HOW THE ALLIED CAVALRY LOOKED — THE POMP OF 

Win. 

Bdow, on the plain, along the hollow on which 
the Engh|h light hor-e died so gallantly last winter, 
every turf beneath their feet a soldier’s sepulchre, 
were sAHged the Englisn audJFrench cavalry, squad- 
ron after squadron, exleading back neaily to the 
Tutkish redoubts, ready to act in case the enemy 
should force the Pic-dm rniese positi ju and attempt 
to debouch upon the open ground behind. Tne 
pennons of the lancers fluttered gaily iu loug lines 
in the fresh morning breeze, and when the sun rose 
high in gloty an poured down its rays full on the 
plain, making scarlet look redder, and steel and 
bras* brighter and ni tre resplendent, gilding the hill 
top*, making the tents glitter, and rolling smoke 
and mist in great packs up tbe valley towards In- 
kermacn. the scene became one of passing splendor 
as well of passing interest. Wc looked ia breath- 
less anxiety for the renewal of the conflict. The 
combatant* had taken breath — their blood was up, 
for hundreds of both sides lay already stark and 
stiff ou tbe river side. 

THE RUSSIANS CAME ON. 

From be iad the cloud of smoke which naturally 
lmug around the Unssiau batteries, came two larg - 
columns of the enemy, marching in quick time, 
about 200 yards apart and exactly parallel, a short 
distance from the river, aud in a line with tne bank . 
As they wound and twisted, mouuted and descend- 
ed, following the inequalities in the ground iu loug 
compact mass -s, their bayou* t* glancing in the sun- 
light, they looked exactly like two huge serpents 
creeping rapidly along, their scales glistening, and 
their prey in sight. 

The Russians plunged in tbe river and forded it at 
once; then had to pas* over two hundred yards of 
smoo;h greensward, exposed to a flank fire from the 
Sardinian artillery. 

MUBDER. 

Tae head of the column had hardly come up drip- 
ping from the water, when they iound themselves 
in tne midst of a storm of round shot, grape and 
shell, bent upon relentlessly, unrelaxingly, mowing 
tnem down by tbe score, and covering the survivors 
with clay and gravel. But I mast do these survi- 
vor* justice, and say that they bore up right gal- 
lantly, marched firmly onwaid aud upward, passed 
tbs canal, though the water wa* breast high, posited 
some yards on the precipitous side of the bill, though 
there every wound was mortal, for all who fell rolled 
helplessly down imo tbe acqneduct and were in- 
stantly drowned, but at last halted, turned, and fled 
— never stopping till they readied the river, when 
they got sheltered nudertlie banks aud amongst tbe i 
old willow*. An officer remained for sonij time 
alone on the decLvity, vainly urging the men to fol- 
low him. 

Reinforcements came to the Russians and they 

made 

ANOTHER CHARGE. 

This time the Russian* displayed more pi nek and 
resolution; they fell, to be sure, by the dozen, but 
they never wavered nor faltered, climbed on slow!} 
and laboriously, and at last rescind the crest of the 
hill, and came out on the level. When the head of 
the column attained this poiut, tiie Zouaves, who 
were lying down behind the ridge on the Russian 
left, jumped up and ran off to join the main body, 
posted near the artillery on the centre of the pla- 
teau, aud at the same moment the whole of the 
French, the artillery inc'oded, retired about a hun- 
dred yards before tbe advancing enemy. The firing 
had ceased, except broken and punv tile filing from 
the assailants, who now, unable to form in line, and 
mixed up in disorder, doubtless perceived they 
should Ha ’' either mounted in line, or halted and 
deployed belbre coming out on the open ground 
above. For some moments I thought the Frenclt 
were about to give way aud retreat, and the Rus- 
sian* become m sters of the height. 

He was soon convinced of his mistake, however. 

THE CRISIS— THE TUG OF WAR. 

One could see them (the French) it is true, ianirg 
hack on all sides, and closing up iuto a small ronnu 
moss, hut iu tbe twinkling ot ati eye, this mass 
opened ont like a fan, two black lines shot from It 
ou < ach side across the plateau, the center undivi- 
ded itself, and the next moment a sheet of flame 
broke from the who'e line, followed by a cloud of 
smoke, and the crash of the mu-ketry fell on our 
eais in a long, continuous, uuialtering whirr, like 
the roar of a waterfall, drowned every second by 
the mightier thunder of th.- artillery,' which had 
made half a wheel to the light, and raised the crest 
of the hill with a tempest of graps. Strongly as 
our sympatl ie* misht be engaged for the French it 
was impossible to repress f>r the moment a senti- 
ment of pity as one looked upon the crowd of Rus- 
sians looming out through the smoke, as it rolled 
across them, feebly returning tbe lire, unable to 
advance, alraid to retreat, ten thousand deaths i:> 
tiont — ten thousand more b'-hind — help ami hope 
nowhere. They paused for a few econds, seemed 
to hesitate, but were speedily relieved from all em- 
barrassment as to the course they should pursue by 
the advance of the French, whose rbeer rang merri- 
ly through the morning air as they leve'c d their bay- 
onet* aud rn-hed to the rharge. Tbe Russans gave 
one ’ Hurrah,” as if they intended to come up to the 
scratch, but instead of sailing the action to the 
word, they wheeled about and flung them.*. Ives 
down the hillside iu complete disorder, the Sardinian 
artillery again playing upou th. m as before. 

THE FIELD .AFTER THE FIGHT— THE HORRORS 

OF WAB. 

The scene which presented itself on the river 
baok* below the can.d. we something fcuilul be- 
yond description, much more fearful than tbe ordi- 
nary horrors or a battle field. The canal itself was 
chok'd with dead — mo-1 of whom had doubtless 
fallen into it living, alter rodtng down the hill-side, 
and found reposeiuits muddy waters— broken mu - 
kets, bugs of bread, cartridges; one dark ted stain 
ou the white chalky gravel, of.en alone marked the 
spot where the tm-ii first fe ll, and in a moment af- 
torward tumbled back to perdition. Many had f il- 
kn after scnimbliug up to the brink of the aqueduct, 
and < re they had time to cross it, aud if not caught 
iu tbe bushes; rolled into the plain, breaking their 
hones in tbeir dc- cent, and lay tbete as we passed, 
shrieking in agony aud imploring ns to kill them 
,nd thus put and end to their suffering. Never did 
eye rest upon Immunity iu lorms so mutilated, de- 
faced, and disfigure U, as these unhappy wretches, 
who lay writhing there in the-ir bloody rage, their 
faces so plastered over with gore a d dust that 
i.eitber wife nor mother would ever have recog- 
nized sou or husband ih those hideous masse* of 
mortality . Some, but they weie a small minority, 
tough' to drag themselves to the shade of the few 
busbe* that skirted the river; som. sought to hide 
their heads from the ftrery heat of the *un under 
their t tteied garments, aud other* lay with face* 
upturned and ghastly, their limb* still rembling in 
the last quiver, a id tbe flit* ahead., bnrrowiug in 
tlnir wounds. Men shot down by any sort of mis- 
sile, and lying where they fell, gory aud mutilated 
though they may be, is a sight to which one soon 
get* habituated, but wounded men who have bei n 
rolled over a rough soil, and their bones broken iu 
their progress, ia ouc of those sights that one rare- 
ly witnesses, and which he who has once seeu it 
never wishes to see more. On toward the bridge 
the dead lay thicker aud thicker. On the banks of 



the liver about it. and in the river itself, they were 
“heaped and piled,” mostly fine men in the prime of 
life — many with a ri«i<x grog nurd air, wh.ch be- 
spoke long years of service. Nearly every one bad 
a brandy bottle, either actually iu bis hand, oi lying 
near him or broken under him in his fall. 

The London Times correspondent thus speaks of 
the way the Ru.-siau* moved iuto action; 

“The rush of the Russians w.is splendid. Without 
losing their time with firing, they advanced with an 
e’en scarcely ever seen in icu-siau troops. Borne 
French soldiers of Camou's Division, wl’o have, du- 
ring the winter, guarded the trenches towards the 
Quarantine, aad have had neatly daily skirmishes 
with the Russians, assured me that they never saw 
moving on iu such a style. They were new troops, 
belonging zccoid'ng to the prisoners aud wounded, 
to the 5th a; vision of the 2d corps d'armcc lately 
arrived from Poland ” 

The sorr spoude’-t* of the London papeis think 
it very -trango that the Rusaians were not pursued 
by cavalry at least. 

General Simosan’s Official account of the Battle 
ol' Traktlr Uridce. 

Before Sevastopol, > 
Saturday Aug. 18, 1855. ) 

My Lord: In my despatch of the 14th inst., I in- 
formed your Lordship that I had reason to believe 
that the Russians would attempt, by a vigorous 
attack, to force us to raise the siege. 

This they endeavored to do on the morning of 
the 16th, but tbe result was most g.orious to those 
of the allied troops who had tbe good fortune to be 
engaged. 

The action commenced before daylight, by a 
heavy column of Russians, under the command of 
General Lipratidi, and composed of the Gtliand 17th 
Divisio-.s, with the 4th and 7th Division* in reserve, 
attacking the advance posts of tbe -ardiaians. 

The ground occupied by them is on comman ing 
hills on the right ot the position, on tbe left bank of 
the Sauliaia river, where it forms its juuction wi h 
the Tcheruaya, with two advanced post* on tiie 
opposite side. These were held with very determin- 
ed gallantry for a considerable time, but being 
separated from their supports by the river, and not 
having the protection of artillery, they were com- 
pelled to leave tbe most advanced one. 

About tne same time the 5th and 12th divisions, 
to which was added a portion of the 17th, advanced 
against the bridge of Traktir, held by one battalion 
of Frenclt infantry of the line, who were for a short 
time obliged to yield and fall back upon the maiu 
supports; with these, however, they quickly retook 
the bridge at the point of the bayonet. 

Again the Russians attacked' with persevering 
courage, and were enabled to follow np their advan- 
tage by gaining the hiights which rise precipitously 
on each side of the road; their snceess was but 
momentary; they were driven back across tbe river 
leaving the ground covered with dead and wounded. 

The Russ an General, in no way daunted by tbe 
iuilnre of his two attempts, ordered a second co nma, 
of equal force to tbe first, to attack; they advanced 
with such impetuo-itj , covered by the lire of their 
numerous artillery, that a third ime the bridge was 
carried, and the height* above it were crowned, but 
they were again repulsed, aud retired in great con- 
fusion into the plain, followed by the bayonets of oar 
gal'aut Allies. 

The general officer who commanded the Russian 
column, and who is supposed to be General Read, 
was killed, and in his possession was found tbe 
orders for the battle, signed by Prince Gortscba- 
Koff, who "ommanded in person. 

From these it would appear that it was a most 
determined attempt to force us to raise th- siege. 
Had they succeeded, Balaklava was to have been 
attacked by one portion of the army, while the 
heights on which we now are were to have been 
stormed with the other; at the s~m i time a vigor- 
ous sortie was to have been made from the town on 
the French works, on our extreme left, from the 
quarantine, and another on the works on our ex- 
treme right on Mount Sapoune. 

Tbe action which I have endeavored to describe 
is most glorious to the arm* of the French aud 
Sardinian troops. To meet the force of the Rus- 
sians the former had but 12,000 infantry, and four 
batteries of artillery engaged; the latter had 10,000 
men in position, 4,500 actually engaged, and 24 
pieces of cannon. 

The Russian f -rce consisted oi from 50,000 to 60,- 
000 men, with 160 pieces of artillery, and cavalry to 
tbe amount of 6,000. 

This di-parity of numbers will readily explain to 
your lordship the difficulty that would have been 
experienced had an attempt been made to follow up 
the advantage by a pursuit. The Russian retreat, 
moreover, was protected by the fire from the heavy 
guns in position on the Mackenzie heights. 

The loss sustained by the Russians is estimated 
at between 5,000 and 6,000 men, including 600 pris- 
oners, while on ihe part of the Allies it does not 
amount to moretnan 1,000 men. 

Ttiis brilliant affair has caused the greatest delight 
among the ranks of the Allied army; and while it 
add* fresh lustre to the gallant achievements of tne 
French arms, it is with the utmost pleasure that I 
have to record the intrepid conduct and gallant 
bearing of the Sardinian troops, tinder General 
Della Marmora, who have for the first time met, 
conquered, and shed their blood against our com- 
m'>u enemy who is now disturbing the peace of 
Europe. 

Captain Mowbray's battery of 32-pounder howit- 
• zers was placed in advance with the Sardinian 
troops, and did most excellent service in preventing 
tlip advance of the enemy’s artillery. 

Our cavalry, under Lientenant-General Sir J 
Scarlet, K. C. B., was placed in the plain of Balak. 
lava, prepat ed to take advantage of any circum- 
stance that might present itsell, but the opportuni- 
ty did not arise for calling upon their services. 

I regret that I am nnable to a give more detailed 
account of the part performed by the Sardinians, a- 
np to this tim ■ I have not received General Della 
Marmora’s report. I have, Ac.,

The Baby Show in Boston— Ki- 
y airy of lli«« Colored Babies. 

Barnum's Baby Show in Boston took place on 
Tuesday of last week. The papers generally 
poke fun at it ; but the reason of this ia plain 
enough, so the New York Time* thinks, when it 
is remembered that Master Scott, the New York 
prize baby, is on the ground, and completely 
eclipses all the achievements of Yankeedom in 
this line. The Boston Courier is especially sav- 
age. It malignantly declares that Master Scott, 
“looks like a butcher’* bruiser,’’ and declares 
with an outburst of wrath, that “Bamum knows 
that the babies are not a fair specimen of the 
babies of the country — that an organ-grinder at 
the head of an alley in Boston can bring forth the 
equal in every point, of the ‘New York prize,’ 
and that he has not in his whole collection a sin- 
gle startler.” It protests, furthermore, that “the 
mothers, with f out teen exceptions, are the home- 
liest congregation of the sex ever assembled 
within a hall in New England. The Courier 
adds 

The prize of one hundred dollars was awarded to 
ZilUh Marina Tracey, wo and a half years old, a 
very pretty child, with ! andsonte hair and an ele- 
gaut colored nurse. The committee were divided, 
two of them voting the prize to a Charlestown in- 
fant, while three set thrir hearts upon Zillah; but 
why they did so, let every mother of the duped 
three hundred ash. Zillah" felt that she had done 
something, and her proud father, who is really a 
very handsome man, blushed like modesty, when he 
sat prompting “Barnum and Col. Wood’s” orator 
on the plalform. 

The very strangest looking people ever seen 
together are met at this exposition; and it may be 
said figuratively, if not truly, that baby shows make 
strange bedfellows. Here is a tall fellow, with a 
most laugable quirk in his nose, with a short wife 
leaning henvi'y on his arm — he all wonder; she grin- 
ding, aud handsome only in repose; there is the bril- 
liant essayist, trying to be alone; there goes — but it 
won’t do to name him. The giantess walks the hall 
— and her gait is terrific - a three-legged elephant 
would be more graceful. The fat maiden runs against 
a n rvous man. and “Col. Wood" directs a man with 
the vert’ curious hair to play the piano. Everything 
Is disjointed; the show i* unnatural — a theme for a 
farce with two rogues in it— and wearied with the 
want of refinement, tired of the howliugsof restive 
babes, whose little eyes are ready to jump from their 
socket* from the effects of the glaring gas, the visit- 
or retires more in sorrow than iu anger. 

Pre-ently Mr. Barnunt announces “Mrs. Fowler, 
of New York,” who undertakes to descant upon tiie 
benefit* to be derived from such expositions; but 
her voice is drowned in tbe concerted wailings of 
the unhappy infants, and she retires to another hall. 
Crowd follow, but soon return to the real babyshow 
to hear real baby-talk. TIte piano goes again, so 
too the babies, and such n time as there is never was 
seeu before. Here you have a baby’s face, coyly 
buried beneath the folds of its mother's cape, its body 
swelling with healthy emotion; another child’s head 
is covered with a lmndana handkerchief, as it repo- 
ses happilv ou its mother’s bosom. This is nature, 
slightly disguised. 

THE COLORED BABY SHOW. 

The '.titi raan show of colored babies is quite as 
derent a* that of its rival in the Music Hall; tbe 
duskv de:tf and dumb mother of one of the little 
wnoly heads’is a specimen of physical heanty supe- 
rior to any in the “Barnum and Col. Wood’’ collec- 
tion; and she has the further merit of exceeding 
modesty. Old Mother Boston, who has seen a hun- 
dred and seven snmmers, is a person of more re- 
finement than the giantess and tbe fat girl together; 
and the little darkies and tbe big darkies, taken 
all in all, look and behave quite as well as the 
wh te folks iu the next street. 

We wish we had tiie power of poetry to de- 
scribe the “smell of childhood,” which one enjoys 
in passing through these curious exhibitions ; the 
ability tosonnetize Zillah, tiie prize, or Adeliza, who, 
though but fourteen years of age, weighs one hun- 
dred and fort> pounds, and don't care w ho knows il, 
for nothing short of rhyme will ever do justice to 
the baby shot s. 

It is proper to state that the per-ons who have de- 
graded themselves by suffering their children to i e 
displayed in this way — tiie colored as well as the 
white ladie* ami gentlemen — are a pretty ignorant 
set — tond of fame, a little vain, and lovers of money. 
We did not recognize auy of our “first familes” on 
the exhibition tables, and it may be safe to say that 
they are not there. 

T e “Barnum and Col. Wood" show was not 
very fully attended ; but quite a number of persons, 
the wags of the town, went to see the ‘niggers,” 
who were really the funniest of the two displays. 

There are those who insist that inhuman exhibi- 
tions of this character are interesting, but that we 
think, after the style of the woman who kissed tbe 
cow, depends upon taste, altogether. The utility 
of the affair is certainly beyond 'mrcomprehersioii. 

We neatly forgot it. The drollest thing of these 
baby shows is a white woman with a black infant 
at the Bateman “bazaar.” How it hap ened, Mrs. 
Fowler or some other learned Italy may be able to 
tell; to “dis child.” it's all a mystery. 

Jss^COut cf a population of at least twenty 
thousand, lately residing in Norfolk and its sub- 
urbs. scarcely three thousand remain. Seven- 
teen thousand have either fieri or been destroyed 
by the pestilence. 

fyThe “Agricultural and Mechanical Fair” 
held at Crab Orchard. Lincoln county, last week, 
was largely attended, and passed off in the finest 
style. The exhibition of stock was in the high- 
est degree creditable to that section of the State. 

The “National Hotel,” at the comer of 
Main and Fourth streets, will be opened to the 
public in a few weeks. It is the largest and 
handsomest building in the city, and would rank 
as an A No. 1 in Broadway, New York.

| Even honest Know-Nothings rejoice at the re- 
sult, as will be seen by the following, which we 
copy from that strong Know-Nothing paper, the 
New York Express, which speaks editorially in 
the same spirit as its correspondence: 

The flection in Maine. 

Portland, Sept. 10, 1855. 

The old town rings to-night wit n tne shouts and 
cheers of a multitude, such as never before paraded 
in honor of a political triumph, and well they may, 
for never before in this State did a nobler success at- 
tend the arms of trnth than has this day been won. 
In a word, as you have ere this been told by the tel 
egraph, the abolition fosionists and “imnmy tem- 
perance party” have been defeated from (j toddy 
Head to Kittery Poiut, horse, foot, and dragoons. 

The murder of John Robbins, on the 2d of June 
last, has been avenged by ballot; and the party 
which elevates rum legislation above all human or 
divine laws, have been told in language which their 
dullness even must comprehend, that the souud, 
conservative sentiment of the ritate disapproves of 
their course and discharged them from the control 
of the State.

Brigham Young E\ciU>d. 

At 1 ’.test accounts Brigham Young was awful- 
ly excited. He had been making a speech, ami 
told in very pathetic terms how, according to his 
instructions, the principal Mormons opened their 
houses to the United States troops who were 
quartered among them lest winter — and how 
tirese troops made love by wholesale to the Mor- 
mon women — and how deplorably successful they 
were. Brigham Young says: 

Past experience has taught the brethren that in 
future it will probably be the best policy to let sol- 
d.ery quarter by themselves, and 1 am perfectly 
wi ling. 

If persons come here and behave like gentlemen, 
they shall enjoy their rights, and we will enjoy our- 
or fight to the death. As to again suffering the 
wickedness and misrule of foul spirits that come iuto 
our midst, and are treated by us as gentlemen, 1 
will not. 

I do not know what 1 shall say next winter if such 
men make their appearance here as were some last 
winter. I know what I think I shall huv if they 
play the same game again. Let the women be ever 
so lad, so help me God, we will slay them. 

What especially maddened Brigham was the 
fact that quite a number ot the Mormon girls 
concluded to follow the bold soldier boys on their 
inarch to California, preferring the land of gold 
and the soldiers’ company to the harems of the 
Salt Lake Palestine. Brigham says: 

Tbe men who coaxed them (tbe girls) away did 
not intend to take them to California. If any offet 
to do the same thing again in these mountains, “judg- 
ment shall be laid to tue line and righteousness to 
the plummet;" and they shall say that Brigham 
does not lie. 

In the course of asucechon the 17th of July, 
Brigham throws down the gauntlet to the Gen- 
tiles in the following style: 

We want none of their money, and if th. y are 
not disposed to send it here, I care nothing a .oQt 
their money’s coming, and this proves to me and 
should to you, that 1 do not care about aman'sget- 
ting one dime appropriated to this Territoiy. Bui 
we will send a delegate who will do no huit; and i; 
it were not that the hue aud cry of “treason against 
tbe general government” would be made, we woalu 
uot sends delegate at ail; or were it not that they 
would say, “Now you have proof sufficient that the 
Mormons mean to seceae from the Union, as they 
•■ave sent no delegate;” and thus hatch up s pretext 
for commencing fresh hostilities against us. 

Though I may not be Governor here, my power 
will uot be diminished. No man they can send here 
will have much influence with this community, un- 
less he is the mao of their choice. Let them send 
whom they will, and it does not diminish my influ- 
ence one particle. As I laid, the first time I spoke 
on this stand, my go'/ernorship, and every othei 
ship under my control, are aided and derive direct 
advantages from my position in the priesthood. 

Search lor Lost Treasure. 

The following is quite an interesting account 
of an almost successful attempt to recover the 
money lost in the steamer Atlantic, on Lake 
Erie, some three years ago: 

Pt. Dover, Aug. 26. 1855. 
You no doubt have heard of the many unsuccess- 
ful attempts to obtain the mouey chest lost with 
the steamer Atlantic, three year - ago — said to con- 
tain 1 00,000. The statute, I believe, limits the claim 
of ownership over property thus lost to three years. 
In this case, the time limited expired on the 20th 
inst., and Green, the celebrated submarine diver, 
reached here on the 21st, in the caual boat schooner 
Yorktown, Capt. Patterson, on his way tothe wreck, 
25 miles distant. They relumed yesterday, ami 
being well acquainted with Capt. Patterson," I ob- 
tained the following account from him: “About 10 
o’clock, (says Capt. P.) on the 24th, all being ready, 
Greiu descended by means of a line, wi.ich, having 
a grapple on the end, had become fast to something 
below. He was dressed with three pair of flannel 
drawers, three shirts, also flannel; three pair of 
wool u pants, three coats, aud three pair of woolen 
stockings, surmounted by his submarine armor; on 
bis feet he had a pair of stogy shoes, with a lead 
sole i or J of an inch thick, and a belt of 80 lbs. 
of shot around his body, to sink him, (aud the 
breast piece of the armor cannot weigh less than 
50 lbs.) Taking bold of the line, be descended, find- 
ing it perfectly light, so tha* he could -ee all around 
him to the depth of sixty feet, when it grew dark, 
jnd for the balance of his fearful journey amid the 
caverns of the deep, he was guided solely by the 
iine, until at the depth of about 140 fee*, when he 
struck bottom, or somethiug whi h he soon made 
out to be the wheelhouse of the ill-tated boat; grop- 
iug along, he slid on the hurricane deck from 
thence to the guards of the boat; by poking around, 
he dis'overe 1 the precise position of tbe boat, and 
found liiu-self not far from tbe sought for office, and 
made fast the eud of aline which he had carried 
down with him, to a staunebion near the g'.utgw ty, 
and, giving t e signal, he asc tided, carrying with 
him a piece of the wheel-house which he had se- 
cured, (a piece of which, ab .ut 8 inches louz, 4 
inches wide, and 1 j inch thick, was sawed off nd 
presented tome by the Captain of the Yorktown.) 
He had gone down, in all, 152 feet, and remained 
just 40 minutes. After resting, he again descended, 
•laving first partaken of a hearty meal, without re- 
moving his dress, save the head piece. His excite- 
ment was intense at his great success thus for, and 
when he descended the second time he was quite hot, 
(the day wns intensely hot.) Descending by his 
second line he soon stood on the deck; feeling his 
way along, he soon reached the “third” window, 
which being nubtoken, he shattered it, and, resell., 
ing iu his hand, at lost laid it upon the much covet- 
ed safe, just in the position which it had been de- 
scribed to him. Not being able to reach far enough 
to make this line fast, he again ascended for a hook 
to hook through the handle.*; reaching the deck, 
he made known his success aud requirement, and, 
ns no hook was ready, sat down until one could be 
secured to a line. As they were a out ready, he 
rolled over, saj ing he was sick. They stripjied him, 
and did all ia .heir power for him, but were finally 
o liged to buoy the lines, aud make sail for this 
place, for medical attendance. They reached here 
at noon yesterday, aud two physicians were im- 
mediately culled, who expressed their opinion that 
he could not live; however, they labored faithfully 
with him, and at night pronounced him better, and 
this morning, although not out of danger, it is 
thought he will live, and is in a fair way for a speedy 
recovery.” He says if his life i< spared he will yet 
be the owner of that chest. He will no doubt be 
more cautious in future how he makes a dive when 
he is warm, and on a full stomach. TIis first excla- 
mation ou hissecoud ascension was, “I touched the 
gold.”
